World 500cc Motocross Champion 
Hakan Carlqvist has been nominated 
as sports personality of the year by a 
major newspaper in Stockholm, Swe- 
den. Svenska Dagbladet gives the 
award annually; the last time it was 
given to a motorcyclist was when 
motocrosser Sten Lundin and speed- 
way star Ove Fundin shared the award 
in 1961. 


After new factory Honda member 
Ron Lechien sprained his thumb at 
the first round of the Golden State 
Series, he made his debut in the 
third round at Huron Cycle Ranch 
but met with little success. While 
running in the top three in his qua- 
lifier, Ron took another high-speed 
spill and dislocated his other 
thumb. We spoke with Lechien’s 
father, Dick, and he told us that 
Ron buried his throttle in the dirt 
while leaned over in a turn which 
caused dirt to jam in the throttle 
housing. A few turns later, the 
throttle stuck just enough to send 
Ron over the bars. As it stands 
now, Ron will be riding the Ana- 
heim Supercross next week but 
probably won't be 100 percent. 


Yamaha's Broc Glover returned to 
action in the third round of the 
Golden State Series at Huron after he 
broke his thumb while snow skiing 
last month. However, Broc crashed 
hard in the second moto after tan- 
gling with teammate Rick Johnson. 
It was initially thought that he had 
broken a finger, but as it turns out, he 
dislocated it. According to Yamaha 
race manager, Kenny Clark, Glover 
will still be able to ride at Anaheim. 


Rumors have been flying across 
the country that the factory moto- 
cross teams would only compete 
in selected events in 1984. Yamaha 
was the first to come on record 
and say that was true, when racing 
manager Ken Clark indicated that 
his team would miss the Tallad- 
ega, Alabama, and San Jose, Cali- 
fornia, AMA Supercross events, 
as well as InSport Supercross 
events at Buffalo, New York, and 
Foxboro, Massachusetts. Yama- 
ha’s big YZ contingency fund also 
excludes those events. Suzuki, ac- 
cording to spokesman Rob Sand- 
ers, will compete “‘in all events.” 
According to Mr. Kazuka, Ameri- 
can Honda racing director, Team 
Honda may elect to not ride cer- 
tain Supercross events in 1984. 
“We are currently studying the 








possibility of not attending some 
of the Supercross races in the Uni- 
ted States this year,” Kazuka said. 
“The organizers must realize that 
manufacturers cannot continue to 
expand their racing efforts. The 
result may be for some of the 
manufacturers to drop out of rac- 
ing.” As of presstime, Kawasaki's 
racing department was in a meet- 
ing on this very topic. 


Hondaline has run ads offering an 
exchange for certain Hondaline 
helmets, because the helmets didn’t 
meet Snell Foundation standards, 
even though they carried Snell 
approval, according to Honda. Joe 
Parkhurst's Motorcycle Business 
Newsletter reported that Honda has 
filed suit against Snell Foundation, 
charging fraud. Honda spokesman 
Bill Willen, however, said, ‘‘We are 
working with Snell to resolve certain 
questions. We have filed suit, but it 
has not been served and there is no 
active litigation at present. We are 
currently conducting our own inves- 
tigation of the matter.” American 
Sports Company, the helmet supp- 
lier mentioned in the Hondaline ads, 
offered this rebuttal: ‘‘American 
Sports Company believes helmets 
manufactured over five years ago 
should be withdrawn from service. 
The Snell Foundation apparently 
agrees with this view (deciding) to 
limit compliance testing to helmets 
manufactured within the past five 
years. American Sports strongly dis- 
agrees with representations by Amer- 
ican Honda that helmets produced 
by American Sports over the last five 
years fail to meet Snell standards. 
American Sports was licensed by the 
Snell Foundation to certify its helmets 
to the 1975 Snell standard and has 
had a license to certify its helmets to 
the 1980 Snell standard continuously 
since October 31, 1981.” However, 
according to MBN, charges have been 
made that Snell has not tested a 
helmet since April, 1983, while Snell 
certification requires random helmets 
be tested for compliance to Snell 
standards. 


The halftime show at the January 
28 Great American Shootout in- 
door short track in San Francisco's 
Cow Palace should prove interest- 
ing. Promoter Mike Kidd has 
scheduled a “Parade of Cham- 
pions.” Among those expected to 
make an appearance are former 
Grand National Champions Dick 
Mann, Mert Lawwill, Ricky Gra- 
ham, Steve Eklund, Kidd and for- 
mer national sidecar champ Larry 
Coleman. Word is that Brad Lackey 
may show up too, if he doesn’t ride 
the Anaheim Supercross. 





More details on the “rebirth” of Tri- 
umph that we told you about last 
week. By the time you read this, the 
legal papers naming JRCas the U.S. 
distributor of Triumphs should be in 
the hands of JRC’s John Calicchio. 
John is still planning to have Tri- 
umphs for sale by the end of summer. 
While the first shipment will be made 
up of kick-start T140's, Calicchio did 
mention that electric-start eight-valve 
TSS models should be available short- 
ly after. 


BMW of North America has an- 
nounced that their new water- 
cooled four-cylinder K100 models 
will be available in BMW dealer- 
ships by July, three months earlier 
than originally planned. Three mo- 
dels — the K100, K100RS and 
K100RT — will supplement BMW’s 
current R-series opposed twins. 
BMW says it expects the K100s to 
boost 1984 sales to 5400, 16% 
over the record 1983 figure of 
4647. “BMW is one of only two 
on-road motorcycle companies to 
show a gain on sales during 1983," 
said Jean-Pierre Bailby, motorcy- 
cle group vice president of BMW 
of North America. ‘With the intro- 
duction of the K100s, we see ano- 
ther very exciting year ahead for 
BMW.” 


Last week we told you that former 
factory Honda star Donnie Hansen 
will be conducting motocross schools 
beginning February 18 at Indian 
Dunes Cycle Park in California. What 
we didn’t say is that the 1982 250cc 
National/Supercross Champ has 
signed with Yamaha, whose bikes 
Donnie will use during the schools. 
Don’t look for Hansen to compete on 
the yellow and black machines, how- 
ever. Donnie says his racing days are 
behind him; he’s concentrating on 
the motocross schools and working 
in customer relations at Answer 
Products. 


Scott USA will be supplying Team 
Green, Kawasaki's amateur sup- 
port program, with gear for 1984. 
Letters are currently being sent to 
Team Green members with more 
information. 


There was an error in the riding 
impressions of the Honda RS750 and 
RS850R that we ran in our big end- 
of-the-year issue last month. Carbure- 
tion on both works road racers is by 
Keihin, not Mikuni. 


Ron Crandall, the friendly soul 
who promotes motocross events 
at Corona Raceway and has worked 
with Stadium Motorsportson track 
construction, will be the race ref- 
eree for the first two InSport Super- 
cross events of the year. According 
to Gary Mathers, InSport’s com- 
petition manager, Crandall has 
agreed to do Anaheim and Seattle, 
but the rest of the year has not 
been settled. 


InSport’s procedures for selecting a 
60-rider field include up to six spots 
designated as “‘promoter’s choice.” 
For the Miller High Life Supercross 
Kickoff at Anaheim Stadium Janu- 
ary 28, Stadium Motorsports is exer- 
cising its choice. If he can find a way 
around the lack of an FIM sanction, 
West Germany's Rolf Dieffenbach is 
expected to compete on a water-cooled 
Maico, or whatever they’re to be called 
in this country. Other possible “pro- 
moter’s choices” are Australian 500cc 
National MX Champ Jeff Liesk and 
Japanese rider Masanora Odiki. 


The third round of Mike Kidd's 
Great American Shootout indoor 
short track series will be held at 








the Cow Palace in San Francisco, 
California, on January 28. Profes- 
sional riders will go at it in the 
evening, while amateur riders 
tackle the track in the morning. 
Under Kidd's rules, there will be 
three displacement classes — 80, 
125, and 250cc — and Novices 
will run by themselves while Jun- 
ior — and Expert-ranked riders will 
be combined. 


Mark Johnson, Kawasaki's new Team 
Green Race Coordinator, tells us that 
Team Green’s western van will be 
following the Golden State Series, as 
well as making an appearance for the 
amateur Supercross at Anaheim Sta- 
dium The van will be at both ama- 
teur and professional days of the 
Golden State/Skoal Bandit affairs, 
including the amateur-only day at 
Carlsbad on February 11. 


Hi-Point Racing Products will 
sponsor the 1984 Golden State 
Enduro Championship. The over- 
all winner of the six-event series 
will receive Hi-Point riding gear, 
while series class champs and 
events winners receive Red Dot 
tires. The Golden State Enduros 
will be scored by AMA National 
Enduro rules, and the best five 
scores will count towards the title. 
The first event in the series in the 
February 5 Prospectors M.C. Gold 
Rush Enduro Palenske in southern 
California at 213/691-4186; in 
northern California call Jeff Hen- 
ning at 916/691-4186. 


Eleven years after the AMA dropped 
the Junior class from dirt track Natio- 
nals to give the fans a smoother, shor- 
ter program it has been renewed. The 
AMA Junior National Championship 
Dirt Track Series will kick off at the 
February 4-5 Camel Pro Series Short 
Track and TT Nationals in the Hous- 
ton Astrodome and run rounds at 
each of the dirt track Nationals. “The 
intent of the series is to enhance the 
show as well as encourage new riders. 
It will also give the Juniors a cham- 
pionship title to shoot for,” said 
AMA’s Bill Boyce. Three heats, one 
semi and a final will be added to the 
regular National program for the 
Juniors. 


Purse money totaling $173,000 
will be up for grabs in the road race 
portion of Daytona Cycle Week, 
March 3-11. The Daytona 200 
will pay a record of $103,000 
with the Superbike event paying 
out $40,000. The Formula Two 
race will have a $20,000 purse 
while the Battle of the Twins clas- 
ses will split $10,000. The AMA 
National Championship Daytona 
Supercross has a $55,000 purse. 


Wayne Rainey will contest the 250cc 
World Road Racing Championship 
Series, riding for a Kenny Roberts/ 
Marlboro-backed team. The team will 
use Yamahas, and Britain’s Alan Car- 
ter will be Rainey’s teammate, but 
not all the details have been worked 
out. “Kenny and I are leaving for 
Europe today (January 23) to get a 
few more people involved; sponsors 
and so forth,” said Rainey when we 
contacted him by telephone. “We’ll 
probably be back around the time 
Houston runs (February 4-5), and I'll 
have a lot more solid information on 
what's going on.” 


Former National Road Racing 
Champ Rich Schlachter will return 
to action in the U.S. following a 
one-year hiatus. With the backing 
of longtime sponsor Bob McLean, 
Schlachter purchased an NS500 
from Honda and will contest the 
AMA Nationals. 





According to attendance figures 
released by the American Motorcyclist 
Association and the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Co., the AMA's 
Camel Pro Series was the best attended 
dirt track racing series in America in 
1983. Goodyear annually compiles 
attendance figures for the country’s 
top auto racing series. Among dirt 
track auto racing series, the World of 
Outlaws sprint car circuit was tops in 
1983 attendance, attracting an average 
of 9041 fans to 49 events nationwide. 
Second-ranked among automobile 
dirt track series was the United States 
Auto Club Silver Crown Series, which 
drew an average of 7556 fans to nine 
events. Meanwhile, the Camel Pro 
Series played to 255,933 fans at 26 dirt 
track nationals, for an average of 9844. 


The Transatlantic Match Races, 
an annual road racing contest be- 
tween racers from the U.S. and 
the United Kingdom, will again 
take place over Easter weekend, 
April 21-23, at England’s Donning- 
ton Park. Negotiations for a very 
strong American team are under- 
way. The organizers would like to 
have Freddie Spencer, Kenny 
Roberts, Randy Mamola, Eddie 
Lawson, Mike Baldwin, Rich Sch- 
lachter and Wayne Rainey. How- 
ever, the availability of suitable 
machinery for at least several of 
the seven, is in question. 


The Harley Owners Group, whom 
we reported to be backing Jimmy 
Filice in the 1984 AMA/Camel Pro 
Series dirt track wars, has also signed 
aroad racer. Gene Church is the rider, 
and he will pilot “Lucifer’s Hammer” 
in the 1984 Battle of the Twins series. 


Dave Osterman, a Yamaha factory 
motocross mechanic who used to 
tune for the likes of Mike Bell, 
resigned from Yamaha effective 
January 9, citing ‘‘personal rea- 
sons.” As to his future plans, 
Osterman would only say that 
“everything is up in the air right 
now.” 


Formula Two Road Racing Cham- 
pion Randy Renfrow will be going 
after the Formula One title after 
purchasing one of Team Honda’s 
1983 RS500s from Honda. The cost of 
the bike was a reported $12,000 
without spares. Renfrow has some 
sponsorship for next year with help 
coming from Burt Bigoney, Peter 
Brady/Bi Star, Kal-Gard, ND and 
Arai, but would always welcome 
more. Renfrow can be contacted at 
703/451-9330. 


Bob Tamm, the creator and owner 
of Team Tamm, also owned a $4 
million business dealing in front 
end body parts for foreign cars. 
Tamm recently sold that business 
so he and his wife, Julie, could 
concentrate entirely on their racing 
efforts. The exact terms of the sale 
aren't clear, but the dollar amount 
must have been fairly healthy. With 
some of the money, Bob bought 
an oil company called Moto Pro 
Lubricants. Now it will be named 
Team Tamm Moto Pro Lubricants. 


Steve Corrigan, who was with the 
Sports Promotion Department of the 
Miller Brewing Company in Milwau- 
kee for three and a half years and 
directly involved with Miller’s moto- 
cross and Supercross support, has 
been promoted. He’ll now be an area 
manager based in San Mateo, Cali- 
fornia, although he’ll carry on with 
some of his sports promotion duties 
for an unspecified period. A successor 
to Corrigan in the Miller Sports Pro- 
motion Department has not yet been 
named. e

It will take place 
on August 23, and will be the final 
stop on the Canadian point circuit. 
Prize money will be 25,000 Canadian 
dollars. Riders interested in compet- 
ing should contact myself or the 
Canadian Motorcycle Association, 
201-500 James St. North, Hamilton, 
Ontario, L8L-1 J3.

Watch out Nasty 


I was amused by Jim “Nasty” Pi- 
lon’s letter in your January 18 issue 
(“Blockers beware”), complaining 
about slower riders in CRC enduros 
who get in his way — “Blockers” as 
he calls them. Nasty says CRC is 
“way overrepresented in Blockers...ri- 
ders who would rather just race with 
you,” instead of pulling over and let- 
ting him pass. 

“Race” is the key word, Mr. Nasty. 
An enduro is not a race, and if you 
were riding it as a time-speed-distance 
event instead of a speed event, Blockers 
would not be a problem. 

The real problem is the not-so- 
amusing “‘Shockers;” guys like Mr. 
Nasty who ride five minutes hot so 
they can slow down and wait for their 
minute, then ride like hell for the 
checkpoint. Shockers who are late, or 
who think they are, ride over riders, 
roosting as they go by, scream at the 
checker if he/she is too slow for his 
tastes and usually blame someone 
else if they drop a point or two. 

Granted there are riders on a CRC 
enduro course who don’t move with 
the lightning reflexes of a Shocker. 
Note the fact that CRC enduros are 
usually advertised as “family endu- 
ros,” then realize families include 





wives and children, and you start to 
realize why a race-face Shocker might 
think CRC enduros have too many 
Blockers. 

If I were to advise Mr. Nasty and 
the rest of the Shockers who take all 
the fun out of a family enduro with 
their edge-of-control racing, on how 
to avoid being blocked, I would say: 
First, check the Cycle News Calendar 
for MX events, get the holeshot and 
don’t slow down. If that doesn’t work, 
try riding the CRC family events at 
the pace the organizers intended, and 
don’t get so out of shape that you 
have to pass 20 riders to get back on 
your minute. Finally remember my 
family is on that course, riding on 
their minute. Shockers beware! I do 
get even.

da’s Johnny O’Mara after wrapping up the 
overall win in the 250cc class at Huron for 
the third round of the Continental Moto- 


sports Club’s Golden State/ 
Skoal Bandit Series. O’Mara 
had to contend with heavy pres- 
sure of Yamaha’s Rick Johnson 
and Broc Glover, teammate David 
Bailey, Suzuki’s Mark Barnett and 
Kawasaki’s Goat Breker. Honda's Bob 
“Hurricane II’ Hannah made his 
debut appearance after a long string 
of injuries but didn’t make much ofa 
dent against the leaders. Honda’s 
Ron Lechien also returned to action 
after he sprained his thumb at the 
first round at Saddleback but his 
comeback at Huron couldn't have 
been much worse. Lechien ex- 
perienced another high-speed get-off 
in his qualifier and dislocated his 
other thumb. According to his father, 
his throttle stuck open after getting 
dirt jammed in the throttle mecha- 
nism. At this time it is not known 
how long he will be out of action. 

Kawasaki teamsters Jeff Ward and 
Breker continued to dominate the 
125cc and Open class with back-to- 
back wins in their classes. Yamaha's 
Eddie Hicks also continued to ace the 
80cc Expert class, this time with a 1-1 
tally. 





80cc Expert 

Honda’s Scott Brown shot to the 
front of the pack at the start of the 
first moto with Hicks and Suzuki's 
Mike Healey in hot pursuit. By the 
end of the first lap, Hicks had stuffed 
his way around Brown and took over 
the lead. Soon after Healey did the 
same to Brown, dropping the Honda 
pilot to third. Kawasaki-mounted 
Mike Kiedrowski held his own in 
fourth. 

When the checkered flag flew, Hicks 
was way out in front of Healey, who 
had a very comfortable margin over 
Brown. Kyle Lewis, on a Kawasaki, 
overtook Kiedrowski for fourth. 

Brown again took the early advan- 
tage at the start of the second moto, 
inches ahead of Healey, Lewis and 
Hicks. However, Brown lost his lead 
by the second lap to Lewis. Hicks was 
on the gas and passed Healey and 
Brown a lap later to challenge Lewis 
for the lead. While braking for a turn, 
Lewis dropped his mountand handed 
Hicks the lead. At the halfway mark, 
Healey crashed hard in a quadruple- 
jump section that put him out of the 
race. Brown lost one more position to 





Kiedrowski at the same time. 

Hicks easily went on to take the 
win ahead of Lewis, Kiedrowski, 
Brown and Tallon Vohland. 


125cc Pro 

Suzuki's Rick Ryan cleanly out- 
powered the 125cc Pro pack into the 
first turn at the start of moto one 
while Suzuki-mounted George Hol- 
land and Ward pursued. Ward made 
his move and zapped Holland for 
second and then set after Ryan. It 
didn’t take long for the factory Kawa- 
saki pilot to reel in and roost past 
Ryan. A few laps later, Holland also 
snuck up to Ryan and took over the 
second spot. Ward stretched and held 
his lead to about five seconds over 
Holland throughout the rest of the 
race. Ryan held on to third while 
Gary Bowman, on a Suzuki, cruised 
in fourth ahead of Mike Fisher, aboard 
a Honda. Ward motored to an easy 
win ahead of Holland, Ryan, Bow- 
man, Fisher and Danny Storbeck. 

Again, Ryan jammed into the 
second-moto lead with Holland hot 
on his tracks. Ward had a bad start, 
back in 12th place. Holland grabbed 
the lead during the first lap while 
Ward moved up through the pack 
and had the fourth position by the 
end of the second lap. Ward, then had 
to pass Storbeck and Bowman before 
he could challenge Ryan. Ward 
caught up and pressured Ryan, then 
when he tried to make his move, 
Ward collided with Ryan in a turn 
and crashed. “I went on the outside, 
but I should've stopped and cut 
inside,” said Ward. “I think he tried 
to take me out, but it wasn’t a dirty 
move.” 

“I really don’t know what hap- 
pened,” said Ryan. “I didn’t even 
know he was there.” 

Ward lost one position to Storbeck 
but quickly passed him back and 
took off after Ryan. This time Ward 
got around Ryan cleanly but was still 
about 12 seconds behind Holland. 
However, within two laps, Ward 
reeled in and passed Holland. Ward’s 
lead grew from there on and he took 
the win. Holland finished second 
ahead of Ryan, Storbeck and Mike 
Beier. 





250cc Pro 

When the gate dropped for the start 
of the first 250cc moto, it was Ward 
who rocketed to the front ahead of 
O'Mara, John Whelchel, Brian 
Myerscough and Broc Glover. How- 
ever, through the quad jumps, Whel- 
chel went down, giving Myerscough 
third, Glover fourth and Mark Bar- 
nett fifth. By the end of the first lap, 
Ward opened up a four-second lead 
over O'Mara. David Bailey stuffed his 
way by Barnett for fifth and set his 
sights on Glover. Hannah had a poor 
start and was trailing the field in last 
place. 

Johnson was on the move and 
passed Barnett and then Bailey. John- 
son’s rampage didn’t end there as he 
caught up to and passed Glover, but 
Glover repassed him a turn later. 
However, Johnson again stuffed it by 
Glover, this time for good. By then 
Myerscough had dropped out of con- 
tention leaving the order: Ward, 
O'Mara, Johnson, Glover, Bailey and 
Barnett. 

At this point, Ward crashed but re- 
covered quickly enough to keep his 
lead. However, a few laps later, Ward 
came to sudden halt and ended up 
pushing his bike back to the pits with 
a seized motor. “I pulled away to 
about four or five seconds over O'Mara 
then I fell,” said a dejected Ward, 
realizing a two-in-a-row Kawasaki 
sweep was unlikely. “I got up and 
again started to pull away; then my 
bike seized. I know I would have won.” 

O'Mara inherited a comfortable 
lead which he kept for the win. John- 
son settled in second while Bailey 
took third. Fourth went to Glover 
after a see-saw battle with Barnett. 

“It would have been close if Jeff 
hadn’t seized. He had a slight advan- 
tage from riding the 125cc class and 
knowing all the right lines,” said 
O’Mara after the race. 

O'Mara shot into the lead at the 
start of the second moto ahead of Bai- 
ley, Johnson, Glover, Myerscough, 
Scott Burnworth, Barnett and Glover. 
Hannah wasridinga very conservative 
10th. On the second lap Glover passed 
Johnson for third. The battle for 
second soon became fierce between

The 
moto reached its climax with only a 
few laps remaining when Glover and 
Johnson tangled in mid-air over a 
tricky double-jump section. Glover 
crashed very hard while Johnson 
managed to save it. “We came out of 
the turn before the double jump and 
there was a lapper in front of Bailey. 
It looked like Bailey wasn’t on the gas 
because of the lapper and was trying 
to make a decision whether or not to 
double-jump it,” said Glover. “I de- 
cided to go ahead and do it.” 

“I was so close to him (Glover) 
said Johnson. “I hit the jump and 
held on to the inside line. I landed 
directly on Glover’s right shoulder 
and pulled him down.

Keylon, Fisher double at 
West Palm Beach

Yamaha-mounted Kenny Keylon and Suzuki- 
mounted Jeff Fisher each scored four moto 
victories in the third round of the series at 
West Palm Beach’s Wheelsport MX Park. 


For Keylon, victories in the 250 
and 500cc A classes ended a 
month of frustration that had 
seen moto wins, but a lack of

Life m the fastest lane

On September 5, 1983, Top Fuel drag racer 
Elmer Trett notched himself a place in motor- 
cycle drag racing history. In front of over 
60,000 enthusiasts attending the final day of 


the National Hot Rod Associa- 
tion’s U.S. Nationals at India- 
na’s Indianapolis Raceway 
Park, Trett became the first 
rider in a sanctioned meet to break 
the 200-miles-per-hour barrier. His 
201.34-mph run aboard his 400 horse- 
power 1327cc blown and fuel injected 
Kawasaki, the second-ever run over 
200, came in the first round of the 
NMRA eliminations. (Terry Vance 
turned in the first 200-mph run in 
history, a 203.61-mph blast, during a 
tune-up session at a local strip in 
California in mid-August of 1982.) 
On his final run in eliminations, 
Trett failed, by .22 mph, to come 
within the required one percent of 
his initial pass and thereby didn’t set 
a National record. However, he came 
away from the meet with a new 
elapsed time National record of 7.16 
seconds proving himself not only 
fast, but also quick. Records are 
nothing new to Trett and over the 
past 13 seasons he has held his share. 
However, he remembers that day at 
Indy just as vividly as if it happened 
yesterday. “We had been having prob- 
lems with the (rear) tire breaking 
loose throughout the previous runs," 
said Trett recalling the run while sit- 
ting in the living room of his new 
house in the rolling hills of north 
Georgia. “I didn’t get a good start, 
but once the bike got rolling things 
began to feel better. I hit high gear 
and the tire began to shudder so I 
knew I was getting traction and it 
would probably be a good run. I’ve 
run 197, 198 miles per hour before 








and I know what it feels like, but the 
three miles per hour jump from 198 
to 201 was very different. You could 
have told me I went 20 miles per hour 


faster and I would have believed it. 


“I usually stop at the end of a run 
on the return road and talk with who- 
ever I was running with to exchange 
a bit of bench racing. After that run I 
just headed back to the pits. I didn’t 
have anything to say; I couldn't think 
of anything to say. I remember get- 
ting off the bike and just sitting down 
beside it. I sat there and stared at the 
bike and I could hear people cheering 
in the background when they an- 
nounced the speed. It was a great 
moment of satisfaction. 

“Things didn’t stop there,” con- 
tinued Trett, “because I still had the 
final to run anda shot at the record if 
I could run 199.33 or faster. Terry 
Vance (Trett’s opponent in the final) 
left the starting line hard while my 
bike was shaking, trying to get side- 
ways. I was watching Terry’s motor 
as we got to about mid-track and I 
saw a puff of smoke and then parts 
started to come out of the exhaust 
pipe. I backed out of the gas for an 
instant, but it was enough to cost me 
a chance at the record I wanted. I 
believe if I hadn't gotten off the gas 
that I could have run in the 202-203 
miles per hour range. The run felt 
good. To hear the fans cheering when 
you really do good makes everything 
else seem worthwhile.” 

The “everything else” Trett refers 
to means that even if you're a winner, 
being a Top Fuel drag racer—unless 
you have a major sponsor—is a losing 





proposition. The sobering reality is 
it costs an average of $200 per pass, if 
there are no mechanical problems, 
for Trett to run his Top Fueler. Ata 
major meet, Trett will make five or 
six runs. With a top purse paying 
$1,500 to the winner the chances of be- 
coming rich quick are slim and none 
after travel expenses are deducted. 

“T love the sport, I love to ride and 
it showcases the type of work I can 
turn out in my shop. It’s hard to puta 
dollars-and-cents figure on how win- 
ning relates to my (machine shop) 
business, but it does. Look at (Terry) 
Vance and (Byron) Hines. They have 
a good business although I doubt it 
would be as good as it is if it weren't 
for drag racing. 

“If I can go racing then anybody 
who puts his mind to it can because 
my program is run on nickles and 
dimes. The only dollars I received in 
1983 came- from contingency money. 
I do get parts help and if it wasn’t for 
MTC Engineering I really couldn't 
have run this year. If you work hard 
(and there are those in drag racing 
who maintain Trett is the hardest 
worker in the sport) then there is 
help out there.” 

Putting a price on a piece of 
machinery like Trett’s which is liter- 
ally hand built is hard to do, “I figure 
that just the parts to put it together 
probably cost around $20,000. Then 
you add the time involved in machin- 
ing the special parts and the modifi- 
cations and you really have some- 
thing which can't be bought.” An 
overall price tag of $50,000 wouldn't 
be out of the ballpark. 

“I can say one thing, if I didn’t 
have a business directly related to rac- 
ing there’s no way I could continue. 
As it is, unless I can secure some back- 
ing for the upcoming season I may 
have to cut back on the number of 
races I attend.” 

Trett ran enough races during the 
1982 season to finish second in the 
Top Fuel standings in NMRA, IDBA 
and Dragbike!. He cut back his sched- 





ule in 1983 to concentrate on NMRA 
and IDBA events. “You have to go 
where the crowds are and where the 
publicity is. I'm not sure we need 
three different organizations with 
three different sets of rules. We prob- 
ably could get along just as well with 
two. 

“I'm not saying Dragbike! doesn’t 
fill a need, but the organization 
spreads itself thin by running too 
many races. NMRA, because itrunsa 
number of meets in conjunction with 
National Hot Rod Association Na- 
tionals, provides us with some of the 
best tracks and guaranteed crowds. If 
it’s atmosphere you want then the 
IDBA meets are the best. They’re 
enjoyable to go to and race at.” 

To make a living and support his 
passion for racing, Trett runs Trett 
Speed and Custom which specializes 
in engine and machining work. The 
recent move from their long-time 
base in Hamilton, Ohio, to Clarks- 
ville, Georgia, is a gamble although 
one which the entire family wanted 
to take. 

“I hope people will be able to find 
me out here,” he jokes about the “out 
in the woods” location of his new 
home and shop. “If they don’t I guess 
we'll just take up eating pine bark. 

“My wife, Jackie, and I had been 
talking about moving for a couple of 
years and we both liked Georgia,” 
answered Trett to a question about 
the change in scenery. “Each year 
when we would come to race at 
Atlanta International Dragway in 
Commerce, Georgia, we would go 
looking around the countryside try- 
ing to decide where we wanted to live. 
In April of this year, after the races, 
we were out riding and saw some 
rocking chairs on porches of houses 
we were passing. I told my wife the 
first town we saw where there was a 
house with seven rockers on the porch 
was where we were going to settle. I'll 
be darned if we didn’t ride a few more 
miles into Clarksville and there was a 
house with seven or eight rockers on 
the porch. We went to see a realtor 
and here we are.” 

Trett’s roomy house features a log 
cabin-style rustic exterior with a 
garage/workshop being built. Once 
the shop is completed, Christmas was 
the target date, then Trett will move 
his machines and tools down and be 
open for business. 

“Since I was associated with Harley- 
Davidson for so long before I went to 
Kawasaki I believe you could say my 
heart is with the Milwaukee brand. 
My main love is building stock motors 
in my shop. I like to take a stock power- 
plant and massage it a bit, build it the 
way I would like a street bike to run. I 
do high-performance work also on 
both Harleys and Kawasakis. If some- 
one needs balancing, blue printing, 
welding or machine work we do it.” 

Trett has always had a way with 
engines, but moved into machining 
when he saw a need to do the work 
himself. “I sort of fell into the 
machining. When I started, I was a 
saw, file and grinder mechanic. The 
only thing I knew about a mill when 
I bought mine was it had an on and 
off switch. It was learn as you work. I 
began to get the hang of that and then 
bought a lathe and heli-arc welder 
and some other machines. I don’t 
consider myself a machinist although 
I believe I can make anything I need. 
It may take me a lot longer than 
someone with formal training, but I 
can make it.” 

Days stretching to 15 hours or 
more are common for Trett and he 
freely admits he will put in whatever 
time it takes to get the job done right. 
Perhaps perfectionist is too strong a 
word.to describe his work, but anyone 
who has seen his bikes knows Trett’s 
machines are rolling works of art 
which reflect his attention to detail. 









One of the keys to Trett’s success is 
his pit crew which consists of his wife 
Jackie, and his 20-year-old daughter, 
Gina. Far from being the normal ste- 
reotype of a family helping out, both 
handle a good deal of mechanical 
work and responsibility. 

“When I first changed from Harley 
to Kawasaki, at the beginning of 
1982, neither of them wanted a part of 
it,’ said Trett. “After I built the bike 
they began to do more and more. 
Since they had already worked on my 
other bikes it was just a change of 
configuration to get used to. 

“Before the NMRA Englishtown 
National this past May they had done 
some work on the engine and tried 
out some.new things. The first time I 
fired the engine it didn’t sound good 
at all and I didn’t think it would 
really run, but I didn’t want any 
arguments so I staged and then really 
got on the gas on the green light. It 
ran 195 ataround 7.51 seconds. What 
could I say? 

“Jackie works on the lower end of 
the engine with the rods and bear- 
ings, checking out wear and replac- 
ing things when they need it as well 
as being responsible for the transmis- 
sion and blower. I fit the pistons and 
cylinders while Gina takes care of 
checking the top end, replacing worn 
valves, lapping them, checking and 
replacing seals and shimming springs. 
Both of them handle the routine 
maintenance work. I’ve got one heck 
of a team.” 

At the year-end NMRA awards 
banquet, Jackie and Gina were pre- 
sented with the Pro Mechanic of the 
Year award and were joined on the 
rostrum by Elmer. It was a triple- 
header for the family as Trett gathered 
up the Number One plate in Top 
Fuel and was named Pro Rider of the 
Year. 

“Receiving those awards really high- 
lighted all the hard work we put out 
during the year,” said Trett. 

For all his accomplishments, Trett 
isn't that well known. He acknowl- 
edges he doesn’t get his name menti- 
oned by the press as often as he would 
like and says it is partly his own fault. 
“I know I've probably “hurt myself 
some and I’m not as well known as I 
could be because I'm not really talka- 
tive during my time at the track. I go 
to race and when I’m at the track I’m 
all business. It isn’t intentional, I 
guess I don’t like to talk that much.” 

However, once the racing is over 
Trett is just another bench racer and 
has his own ideas on how and where 
the sport is going. “I believe motor- 
cycle drag racing will get bigger and 
better. Right now we're in a slow 
growth period because it’s so expen- 
sive to run a competitive bike that a 
lot of qualified racers can't afford to. 
The key to attracting major sponsor- 
ship to the sport is with the specialty 
bikes, the Top Fuelers and Funny 
Bikes. Unique handcrafted machin- 
ery, like they have in the car ranks, 
attracts interest and that gets people 
involved. Unfortunately, major spon- 
sor involvement is probably five or 
more years away.” 

In Trett’s words, he’s just learning 
how to make the Kawasaki really 
run. “No matter what you do and 
think you've got things perfect after 
awhile you see how to make it better. 
Right now the bike handles good and 
runs fast, but it doesn’t go as quick or 
as fast as it could if I could get the 
traction I would like. 

“A lot of people will think I’m a bit 
crazy, but I think my motorcycle is 
capable of turning 210 miles per hour 
in the 6.80-second range. That's ask- 
ing a lot, but I've been tuning the 
bike and I really haven’t been run- 
ning it very hard. The key is traction.” 

Given what Trett has accomplished 
so far, his expectations don't seem to 
be too far fetched. °

Gentsch, Elsberry,

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GNC titles 
to Whitley, 
Richardson 
at Rio Bravo

HOUSTON, TX, JAN. 15 
Kawasaki riders staged their 
usual show of strength at Rio 
Bravo as the green machines 
placed winners in 11 of 18 
classes and accounted for 32 of the 
top 40 finishers in Minibike action at 
the 1983 GNC State Championship. 

Heavy rain on the originally sche- 
duled date forced a two-month post- 
ponement of this annual event, an 
important step in qualifying for the 
GNC International Motocross Final 
to be held in March. A multi-bike 
crash at the start of the 125cc Inter- 
mediate clash sent Bert Raglin, Brian 
Cooper, and Jason Tanner to Meth- 
odist Hospital with a variety of broken 
bones and Donald Krock was treated 
at the track for a suspected collar- 
bone fracture as medical personnel 
from four ambulances were pressed 
into service. Theresultant delay forced 
the second round of motos to be shor- 
tened by a lap in each class. 

Lufkin’s Billy Whitley continued 
his steady progress toward profes- 
sional status by winning a hard- 
fought 125cc Intermediate contest that 
proved to be one of the day’s most 
exciting events. Brent Carrizales and 
Robert Neiheiser forced Whitley to 
utilize all of his considerable talent in 
moto one as he fought past these two 
rivals just after the halfway mark and 
went on to take the win. Chad Parker, 
using a bit of caution after the crash- 
and-burn demonstration and subse- 
quent restart, did an outstanding job 
of carving his way through the pack 
to finish fourth. 

Parker boldly grabbed the lead at 
the start of the second heat and with 
Whitley locked in pursuit, proceeded 
to hold that position for all but the 
final 20 feet of the moto. Whitley, 
foiled in all prior attempts to reposi- 
tion his Team Green KX125 ahead of 
Parker’s YZ125, executed a daring 
mid-air pass just prior to receiving 
the checkered flag. This one final 
effort required equal parts of nerve 
and skill on Whitley’s part since he 
was forced to take one of the less desi- 
rous routes over a jump made all the 
more difficult by the addition of a 
prominent “lip” just prior to this 
contest. The maneuver proved flaw- 
less and gave the young pilot a mar- 
gin of victory of a little more than a 
bikelength. 

Carroll Richardson, a mainstay in 
the Team Green effort, scored back- 
to-back wins in a crowded 125cc 
Expert confrontation. Richardson was 
noticeably smoother than the oppo- 
sition, especially in the second moto 
when the course began feeling the 
effect of the combined pounding of 
492 racing machines. Dennis Haw- 
thorne put in two consistent tours to 
edge Conroe’s Steve Gauthier for se- 
cond overall. Gauthier registered one 
of the better performances of the day 
in round two when he worked his 
way up to the runner-up spot ahead 
of Wendell Simmons, pushing that 
rider down one notch in the final 
standings. 

All 35 spots on the gate were full 
- for the 250cc Expert showdown and 
Jerry Surber led the charge down the 
short straightaway to open the pro- 
ceedings in the initial heat. Larry 
Hughes, in his first sponsored ride 





for Conroe Suzuki, EREE Surber 
through the first three laps before 
encountering a large tree root and 
eventually finishing sixth. Houston’s 
Richie Hull, who in recent meetings 
has served notice that he is to be 
counted among the best in the state, 
quickly took over for Hughes and 
held that position to the flag, with 
Richardson and Terry Thomas right 
behind as Surber breezed to the win. 

Michael Clement, who also has 
designs on a high state ranking, suf- 
fered through a frustrating first moto 
in which he recorded a rodeo-style 
save of his mount after a momentary 
loss of control. Although he lost sev- 
eral places as a result of his bulldog- 
ging antics, Clement was able to sal- 
vage an eighth-place finish. 

In the following heat Clement star- 
tled everyone by aggressively assert- 
ing his primacy in the first turn and 
then rapidly running away from the 
assembled throng. Meanwhile, Surber 
was forced to dispatch Hawthorne, 
Hull, Dennis Daft and Joey Hardin 
before being able to move into second 
place. By the time he achieved that 
position Clement was monowheel- 
ing past the flag with his left fist 
thrust defiantly in the air. His “last- 
hour” heroics moved him up to third 
overall behind Surber and Hull, with 
Richardson fourth and Simmons fifth.
